Suez, of course, is the latest 
name to stir this capital city, 
and the nation. War crowds 
‘‘geography’’ in on a_ people. 
Veterans of the old AEF came 
back talking a few words of 
atrocious French and German, 
happily unintelligible to all but 
a smirking few. Back from the 
second great war came young 
men and women with knowledge 
of obscure islands and remote 
areas of the world, and some of 
their phrases. Korea gave us still 
more strange names and the feel- 
ing of great distances and lone- 
liness. There was gunfire across 
the heart-shaped Sea of Galilee. 
Dictator Nasser, with all the 
weaknesses and strengths of dic- 
tators emphasized in him, opened 
barter with Russia to buy arms 
for war against Isreel. 

And then—and now—Suez. 


Secretary Dulles 


Secretary Dulles, an earnest 
but left-handed sort of man, has 
begun a conference in London in 
which 18 nations will confer. 


The canal touches perhaps the 
most acute of all international 
nerves—that of trade. 


General Nasser, by refusing 
passage to ships of Israel, which 
is against United Nations direc- 
tives, has shown his contempt 
for that body. He is not, on the 
record, a keeper of pledged 
words. The treaty with France 
covering the canal itself had 
more years yet to run. France 
had not incurred his anger. It 
was the United States who re- 
fused his loan. Yet, he took 
over, without any payment, a 
property which the old Egypt 
had neither financed nor built. 


There is opportunity, for ex- 
ample, for comparison with In- 
dia’s Prime Minister Nehru. His 
people have endured hunger, 
misery, wretchedness and ex- 
ploitation for as many centuries 
as the Egyptians. Yet, Nehru 
prefers to build on a democratic 
foundation which has a chance of 
enduring, though the structure 
is thereby the slower in rising. 
Nasser, like a Mussolini, reveals 
his lack of political character 
and intelligence. 


Grave Situation 


The situation is grave. 

France and England were, 
and are, ready to use force if 
necessary. The United States 
has prevented this. We may, in 
time, yet provide a great inter- 
national fund of a half billion 
dollars to assist other nations 
in a boycott. 

We have a very different prob- 
lem. 

The Panama Canal is a part 
of it. Egypt’s nationalism is 
causing agitators in Panama to 
demand that small nation 
‘take ever’ that canal. Bit- 
terness toward the United 
States increases daily. 

Washington’s official circles 
are the more deeply concerned 
because Panama’s new govern- 
ment is to be inaugurated Oct. 
1. That government is a coali- 
tion, and all political coalitions 
inevitably are shaky. 

Washington fears there may 
be some sort of revolutionary 
attempt to prevent the inaugu- 
ration of Ernesto de la Guardia 
Jr. Suez is the cry in Panama, 
though few Americans have 
heard it, their ears being at- 
tuned to the Suez crisis. 

As usual, there is one of those 
maddening miinor issues which 
finds the United States in a box. 
Panamanian merchants cam- 
paigned for years to have resi- 
dents of Panama, employed by 
the Canal, barred from pur- 
chases in the commissary. The 
government itself so asked. This 
was done. Now, the 15,000 to 
16,000 laborers are threatening to 
strike because they can’t trade 
in the commissaries. And, as 
usual, though the action was 
decne at the behest of Panama, 
the U. S. is blamed. Here is 
human nature revealed. The 
workers say the U. S. should 
have defied Panama on this— 
which touched their pocket- 
book, But should the U. S. defy

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Has GOP Decided 
On ‘Talking Sense?’ 


The new Republican “truth” tactics 
called for by President Eisenhower sound 
strangely familiar. 

The familiar ring goes back to the 
1952 campaign when Adlai Stevenson 
tried and did run an election drive @n a 
plane of high idealism and intellectual 
honesty. 

Few who heard it ever will forget 

Stevenson’s acceptance speech that year 
in which he hit a new high in morality 
and common sense in American politics— 
a policy he followed throughout the cam- 
paign. 
‘“‘What concerns me,” declared Steven- 
son, “is not just winning the election 
but how it is won. ... Let’s face it. Let’s 
talk sense to the American people... . 
Let’s tell them the truth that there are no 
gains without pains, that we are now on 
the eve of great decisions, not easy de- 
cisions. . . . Let’s be unafraid of ugly 
truths, contemptuous of lies, half-truths, 
circuses and demagoguery... .” 

Everybody knows what happened in 
that election. Before it was over, the 
GOP had used every demagogic trick in 
the book. Candidate Eisenhower read his 
canned speeches mechanically, becoming 
all things to all people, depending upon 
his audience. Candidate Nixon resorted 
to the most sordid half-truths and per- 
sonal attacks that the country had seen 
in many a national campaign. 

Demagoguery triumphed in that elec- 
tion. 

While he has shown less restraint 
than in 1952, Candidate Stevenson in 1956 
no longer is in the role of defender of 
the record. He is on the offensive and 
there are those who prefer him as he was 
in 1952. While he must continue his at- 
tacks on the administration record, they 
would rather it be done with “sense” in- 
stead of demagoguery. 

The odds are that the Stevenson cam- 
paign tactics will be a compromise be- 
tween the intellectual approach of 1952 
and the practical politics of 1956. 

Those who know President Eisenhower 
cannot believe that he approved the type 
of campaign which the professional GOP 
politicians forced on him in 1952. Never- 
theless, it was that type of campaign and 
there was a repeat performance in the 
1954 congressional races. 

Those who know Stevenson know his 
real feeling was expressed on that night 
of 1952. 

If the GOP “truth” tactics are on the 
level, the 1956 campaign can become what 
Stevenson visualized as “a great oppor- 
tunity to educate and elevate the people 
whose destiny is leadership.” Let us hope 
that is finally the case. Selection of a man 
to fill the biggest,job in the world should 
not be made on a basis of falsehood, de- 
ceit and distortion.

Atlanta Keeps Growing 
At a Breathless Clip 


The day that Atlanta will have a 
population of one million is practically 
upon us. 

Each forecaster shortens the period. 
Only four years ago the planning agen- 
cies estimated a million for this area 
by 1970. 

Recently, Ben S. Gilmer, vice president 
in charge of operations of Southern Bell 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., cut the time 
to 1961. 

Even that may be conservative, Mr. 
Gilmer said, if the past experience of the 
telephone company and others who must 
supply the demand for services is any 
guide. 

The first million is as much of a 
milestone in the career of a city as it is 
in the life of a man dedicated to the ac- 
quisition of wealth. 

This achievement, though, is not with- 
out problems. It means Atlanta must 
start planning now to accommodate its 
new citizens. It means the present strain 
on civic services will be intensified. It 
means more and more cooperation must 
be achieved by the governments under 
which we live, particularly those uneasy 
bedfellows, the city and the county. 

After the first million can we relax? 
Not if Mr. Gilmer is correct. He believes 
there will be 1,500,000 people here by 
1976.

While we wait for the day when the 
“crashproof” car is available and popu- 
lar, we must concentrate on trying to 
crashproof the drivers. 

This can be done best by cultivating 
common sense and brainpower in heads 
where now there seems to be only ex- 
celsior.

The Port of Savannah 
Gets Another Boost 


Add the name of another industry so 
satisfied with its Georgia operations that 
it has decided to double the size of its 
plant. 

In this case it is the American Cyana- 
mid Co., whose plans to add to its Sa- 
vannah operation were announced re- 
cently. This company thus joins the list 
headed by Rayonier Inc., and the Ford 
Motor Co., both of which are working 
toward doubling the output of their rela- 
tively new Georgia plants. 

American Cyanamid opened a 15-mil- 
lion-dollar plant on the Savannah water- 
front in July of last year. It produces 
Unitane pigment from ilmenite ore, and 
this product finds its way into many in- 
dustries. 

The new plans call for an annual pro- 
duction of 72,000 tons of pigment, a big 
increase in the payroll and even more 
shipping for Savannah’s busy harbor. 

Last year, by the way, was the biggest 
year in that harbor’s history. Water- 
borne commerce figures totaled 4,220,- 
303 short tons, a gain of 468,462 over 
the preceding year. 

All is as well at the mouth of the Sa- 
vannah as it is on the upper reaches of 
the Chattahoochee. Georgia’s chief port, 
as well as its capital, are getting their 
fair share of the general prosperity.

The Expressway Picture 
Becomes a Bit Clearer 


Announcement that the job of com- 
pleting the Atlanta Expressway System 
will be part of the new federal interstate 
road program is welcome news to the 
metropolitan community. In fact, it is 
good news to all of Georgia. 

While federal participation was ex- 
pected, the community did not know that 
it would be to such an extent as it now 
seems it will be. It should relieve the 
pressure on local bonding capacities, mak- 
ing it possible to go ahead with other 
capital improvements without as great 
a strain. 

Of course, the motoring public—and 
the Atlanta area makes up a good portion 
of it—will pay much of the cost in new 
federal taxes. Planning and construction 
will be in the hands of local and state 
authorities. 

Because construction responsibility 
will be a local and state matter, the in- 
tention of Highway Board Chairman 
Roger Lawson to have periodic meetings 
of all concerned is a good move. Every- 
one agrees that the first conference held 
Tuesday was highly successful and that 
Mr. Lawson’s role as conciliator elimi- 
nated a lot of unnecessary wrangling. 

Apparent agreement on the airport 
connector is also good news. 

Work should proceed on both projects 
with all possible speed, limited only by 
the availability of funds at a particular 
time. Such bottlenecks as dumping 
grounds and securing rights of way can 
be eliminated with intelligent planning 
and foresight and with a little less con- 
cern with buck passing.

Have Faith in Man 
As Well as in God 


A few months ago one of America’s most gifted 
religious writers and pulpit orators died. His name 
is Edwin McNeil Poteat. He was a missionary in

China, teacher, president of a theological seminary, poet, dramatist, 
story writer, hymn writer and gifted musician. At the time of his 
death he was pastor of the Pullen Memorial Baptist Church in Raleigh. 


His last book was published 
posthumously by the Abingdon 
Press. It is titled ‘‘Jesus’ Belief 
in Man” with the subtitle, ‘‘What 
Christ Taught About Human Na- 
ture.’’ 

A man’s last book is in a 
fashion his last word to his 
friends. After an actively vig- 
orous life, many men become 
soured in their estimate of human 
nature. This is often true of men 
of high ideals and principles. 
Mark Twain, for instance, closed 
his life by writing a bitter essay 
in which he despairs altogether 
of—to quote him—‘‘the damned 
human race.” 

Not so with Dr. Poteat. His last 
word is positive and hopeful. In 
Christ he finds an estimate of 
man which is high and holy, full 
of promise for tomorrow, full of 
challenge and encouragement. 

What do you think about the 
human race? One of the popular 
theological teachings of our day 
is called ‘‘crisis theology.’’ Dis- 
couraged and disheartened by 
what man has done to man, by 
one war following another within 
a generation and by all of the 
evident weaknesses of our na- 
ture, these theologians say, well, 
man is a child of Adam, con-

ceived in sin and unable to help 
himself. 

I may be giving too shallow 
an estimate of ‘‘crisis theology,’ 
but I do get the idea from what 
these men say that they offer no 
hope for man. 

Now, of course men are sin- 
ners and the sins of the fathers 
are indeed visited upon their chil- 
dren. But man is not so sinful 
that he does not recognize that 
sii. is sin and that he is a sinner. 

If Jesus believed that mankind 
was hopelessly lost, doomed to 
an eternal perdition, He would 
not have lived as He did, en- 
couraging men to be good and 
anticipating the coming of the 
Kingdom of God on earth. 

If you have no hope for man- 
kind, then you ought to flee to 
the hills lest you, too, become 
contaminated. But if you believe 
in man’s possibilities there's 
work aplenty for you to do. My 
faith in man is like that of Dr. 
Poteat. I believe in man because 
I believe first in Christ and in the 
transforming influence of His 
life on the lives of men. So I 
am hopeful and I feel that what- 
ever good I can do is important 
and required of me. 


Adlai Replied Sanely 
To GOP Hiss Taunt 


WASHINGTON—Adlai 


Stevenson’s first full- 
length press conference of the campaign held in 
Washington this week between writing speeches 


and delivering them accomplished three significant things: It demon- 
strated Stevenson’s independence of Truman and showed him erect- 
ing a kind of “‘interposition’’ between the ideas of the former presi- 


dent and his own. 

It provided the basis for taking 
the issue of domestic communism 
—or Communists in government— 
completely out of the 1956 cam- 
paign. 

It underlined that Stevenson in- 
tends to keep delicate international 
problems, such ag the Suez negoti- 
ations and Jordan-Israel relations, 
free from the pressures of election 
politics. 

Obviously the Democratic presi- 
dential nominee wants, welcomes 
and considers himself helped by 
Truman’s advocacy of his election. 
But what is important is that Ste- 
venson is not underwriting Tru- 
man’s campaign or Truman's 
ideas. 

This time he can get away with— 
and here Stevenson chuckled over 
the way one of the correspondents 
described it—‘‘disaffiliating’’ him- 
self from Truman, as he couldn't 
in 1952. 

Four years ago Stevenson was 
nominated because of Truman's 
support. His proximity to Truman 
made it impossible for him to 
emerge as the independent leader 
of his party. 

This year he was renominated 
despite the opposition of Truman. 

It was useful and in character 
to have Stevenson disavow Tru- 
man’s odd appraisal of the Hiss 
case and to say all that was needed 
to take this Hiss case and com- 
munism out of campaign oratory.

There’s no doubt the nation is 
united in its opposition to commu- 
nism. Both political parties and 
both presidential nominees are as 
one in their opposition to commu- 
nism and ip their alertness to its 
subtle dangers. 

This is why it was a disservice 
to the country and, it seemed to 
me, to the Democratic Party to

Panic 


in this year’s political campaign is the growing te 

fear among Republicans that they will lose Congress again as they 
did two years ago. Some even have reached the panicky state that 
gloomily envisages loss of the White House, too. 


This has» provoked frantic calls 
from party leaders high and low 
and the party’s organs of pub- 
licity for party workers to re 
double their efforts to sell the ad- 
ministration to the people and get 
out the vote. 


It is politely suggested that all 
this frenzy may be a bit late. 

The temptation is to suggest also 
a paraphrase of the historic ob- 
servation about the Battle of 
Waterloo being won on the playing 
fields of Eton’to the effect that 
elections are most often won in 
the committee rooms and on the 
floors of Congress long before the 
casting of ballots. 

In other words, there’s very lit- 
tle that can be done now here in 
mid-September, to make up for 
what Republicans in Congress neg- 
lected to do or actually kept from 
being done a few months ago, a 
year ago, two years ago and three 
years ago. 

Among these omissions are a bil] 
for sorely-needed schgpl buildings, 
which was defeated in the House 
by Republican votes last session; 
adecuate public housing, health 
insurance and tax reduction for 
people of low and middle incomes 
who haven’t had any during this 
administration and now are caught 
up in an inflationary spiral by all- 
time peak prices for necessities. 

In the White House is a Pres- 
ident who travels with the mod- 
erately progressive wing of the 
Republican Party which will sup- 


man New Deal and Fair Deal. He 


has had some success in expand- 
ing long-established reforms orig- 
inally installed in the Roosevelt- 
Truman regimes through the help 
of Democratic votes in Congress. 

The Republican Party ,in Con- 
gress, however, is controlled by 
the conservative wing which fre- 
quently balks at the President and 
at times has blocked him. 


Because of the conflict between 
the conservative majority in Con- 
gress and the President on nu- 
merous issues, the public has come 
to know how that majority ele- 
ment—sometimes with the help of 
conservative Southern Democrats 
—has blocked measures sought by 
the President in which a zreat 
many voters are interested. 

So gradually the people awak- 
ened to the fact that the Republi- 
can Party as it operates in Con- 
gress is not the Republican Party 
as the President would like to pic- 
ture it and as he has failed to 
make it. 

In the second Congress of the 
Eisenhower administration — con- 
trolled by Democrats—it was 
often Democratic votes that saved 
administration measures as had 
been the case also in the Re- 
publican-controlled 83rd Congress. 
And in some cases, as that of the 
School construction bill, it was 
Republican votes that killed bills 
desired by the President.

Red Chinese Executed ‘Some People’ 


By Error, Peiping Official Admits 


HONG KONG, Sept. 19 (—Red China’s minister of public 
security admitted today that Chinese Communists had exe- 
cuted some people by error. 

Lo Jui-ching told the 8th congress of the Chinese Com- 
munist party ‘‘a small number of counter-revolutionaries were 
executed where death sentences might have been withheld.’’ 
These were serious errors, he said, in a speech reported by 
Peiping radio tonight. 

Lo said it now has become ‘“‘totally impossible for counter- 
revolutionaries to stage a comeback in China.’’ They have 
been weakened, isolated and divided by the movement to 
suppress them, he said, but he warned they had not been 
completely eliminated from the mainland. He forecast a long 
struggle with opposition forces. 

He accused “imperialists’’ of using every conceivable 
means to carry out subversive activities, of setting up a vast 
network of agents and using huge sums of money to finance it.

The ordinary or common type 
of ringworm is passed back and 
forth among humans and we sel- 
dom transmit the infection to our 
pets. But animal ringworm at- 
tacks humans occasionally. ' 

Ringworm of this type among | 
city dwellers comes from infest- 
ed pets, such as kittens or pap. | 
pies, and it is easier to went | 
the lesions in animals than in 
humans. This is a word to the 
wise. 

The causative fungus usually in-| 
vades the scalp in children and 
the hairless skin in adults. The 
rash is characterized by raised, | 
boggy, pus filled, itching lesions. 

Epidemics of ringworm rarely 
stem from animals although in 
one report a kitten gave the dis- 
ease to eight humans -and three 
dogs. 

It has been estimated that from 
10 to 20 per cent of ringworm 
among urbanites is of animal ori- 
gin but in rural areas the per- 
centage rises to 70 to 80 per cent. 

This is understandable because 
there are more animals in the 
country and the disease is com- 
mon among horses, cows, sheep, 
goats, rabbits, pigs and chickens 
as well as in wild animals such 
as squirrels and foxes. 

Adults are affected with this va- 
riety of fungus infection more oft- 
en than are children, and the face, 
neck and arms are favored. Con- 
siderable discomfort occurs when 
the rash is extensive because of 
itching, pain and fever. In some 
instances the victim is incapaci- 
tated for weeks. 

Apimal ringworm is a prob- 
lem wherever animals are kept 
in close quarters. According to 
Dr. L. K. Georg of Atlanta, 50 
to 60 per cent of the herd may 
be infested. 

(Dr. Georg is associated with the 
U.S. Public Health Service's Com- | 
municable Disease Center at 
Chamblee. She also is an instruc- 
tor in bacteriology and immuunol- 
ogy at the Emory University! =

Animal ringworm also presents| 
a serious situation when the dis- 
ease gains a foothold at the race 
track or in the domestic breed- 
ing industry. 

The condition is diagnosed with 
the aid of ultraviolet light with a 
special filter (Wood’s lamp). Ani-

ELLIJAY—There was a story in the Dahlonega Nugget the 
other day that set civic hearts a-beating faster all over the moun- 
tains. 

The little gold rush city over in Lumpkin County got the nod 
from the federal government for 75 new housing units. 

Every other small but ambitious town in this section of Geor- 
gia was pleased for Dahlonega and not a little envious. 


Lack of housing has become this section’s number one 
growing pain. A few years ago they started bustling about 
getting industry—hosiery mills, woolen mills, shirt factories— 
with the idea of giving the home folks either full-time jobs 
or at least seasonal employment when they weren’t needed in 
the fields. They were so successful they have now reached a 
point where they can’t grow any more until they get some 
homes for newcomers. 


In a way there’s a touch of sad irony in this. I thought of it 
as we traveled over the mountains getting stories and pictures. 
Once you get off the highway and take the enchanting but often 
scarcely passable little roads back into the hills, you find house 
after house that is vacant. Not just primitive little cabins with 
curling shingles and moss-grown chimneys, but substantial big- 
family dwellings that once even had a coat of paint on them. 

I want to own every old house I see—even if the roof is caving 
in and the woods are crowding close. If there is an apple tree 
at the edge of the porch, a spring gushing out of the earth nearby 
and a view of the blue hills from any window I believe I could 
wait forever for plumbing and picture windows. 


Unfortunately, smart aggressive young mill executives 
and their wives are not so benighted. They want modern con- 
veniences—and if they don’t get them they go back to New 
Jersey, taking their jobs and plump payrolls with them. 

You can’t blame them, of course. But I often wonder if 
the picture wouldn’t be different if they took their wives to 
see somebody like Mr. and Mrs. Andrew West who live in a 
beautiful little valley over Shakerag way. 


Mr. and Mrs. West were town folks. He was formerly the 
mayor of East Ellijay. When they moved to the country their 
friends predicted they wouldn’t stay six months. They have 
stayed 27 years. Except for electricity, which is available prac- 
tically everywhere nowadays, their house is not what you'd call 
modern. That’s its charm. 

Their water supply comes from a wonderful spring a few 
paces from the back door. Gravity brings it close and they could 
pipe it on into the house but Mrs. West likes it where it is. She 
has her washing machine under a shed nearby and next to that 
what she calls ‘“‘my refrigerator’’—a spring house where icy 
spring water flows perpetually, chilling great jugs of buttermilk 
and crocks of home-made butter. 


On the hillside next to the spring she has a small rock 
fireplace where she does her canning, listening to the voice 
of the stream and smelling the fragrance of sun on the hem- 
locks as she works.
